WHAT OIL MEANS TO CANADA 


By A. 'W. HANKS 


Third of a series of articles on the development in Western 
Canada of recently discovered oil fields following a tour of the 
Alberta fields made through the courtesy of Imperial Oil Com- 
pany. What oil is going to mean to Canada is a subject only 
comprehended by the average layman through the factual 


information available as a 


result of the accumulated 


data of years of exploration and research by this and other 


companies, 

Last week we gave you some 
statistics on the Leduc field and 
some comparative figures between 
the Western Canada discoveries 
and those in the United States. 

It was stated that approxi - 
mately $1.5 billions had been spent 
in exploration in the West Canada 
basin by the combined oil industry 
and only some. $838 millions .re- 
covered. It should be rérnembered 
that there is a great deal of risk 
capital goes into oil exploration, 
much of it lost and not going into 
the actual price. of oil recovery. 
There are apparently no figures 
available as to the amount of lost 
capital. 

Some idea of the costs may be 
obtained from the Leduc figures. 
It takeS am average of 25 days 
to-drill to 5,200 feet for D-2; 27 
days for the 5,400 for D-3 and 19 


days for Blairmore at 4,500 feet, | 
at an approximate cost of $5.50 
per foot for all. Total completion 
costs are averaged at $60,000 for 
D-2; $70,000 for D-3 and $45,000

Crude oil is judged on the basis

, Sure called API Gravity, or a scale 
set up by the American Petroleum 
Institute. Crude oils are referred 
to in the business as sweet or sour. 
The:more sulphur the crude con- 
tains, the souvrer it is. Typical 
sweet crudes are the Leduc, the 
new discoveries at Similey field in 
Saskatchewan. and the. Virden, 
Manitoba : fields. Sour fields are 
typical, of Turner. Valley and 
Lloydminster, where the: high sul- 
phur content renders them “more 
expensive to refine. — 


.Leduc API runs about 38, 


Smiley about 34 and Virden about, 
35. Turher and "Lloydminster fields 
‘run about 10 to 19 API. Heavy 
crudes are a problem:’in the pipe- 
lines, taking-longer than the light 
oils to run. * d 

The huge Imperial Oil :refinery 
_ .at Edmonton, which was. trans- 
‘» ported from Whitehorse after. be- 
ing purchased from the U.S. gov- 
ernment as war surplus, for one 


million dollars, and re-erected at a 
cost of «$5 millions, would cost 
$25 millions to replace, The Ed- 
monton refinery has a capacity of 
25,000 barrels pen day, its capacity 
having been quadrupled since its 
erection in 1948, 

Crude oil is refined by heating 
to around 650 degrees Fahrenheit 
when most of the hydrocarbons 
turn: into vapor..'The hot ‘crude, 
vapor and liquid, is passed into a 
huge bubble tower, where ‘the 
heavy oils fall to the bottom and 
the vaporized oils swirl up the 
tower, condensing at different 
levels into different constituents, 
which are drawn off at each level, 
the heaviest at the bottom and 
the lightest at the top. Light fuel 
oils, kerosene and gZasolines-in that 
order to the top are drawn off. 
The heavy oils are put through 


another distillation process through 
a‘vacuum unit with similar. action. 
The stubborn remainder at the 
bottom is turned into bunker oils 
and in some plants into ‘asphalt and 
coke. Prentane and butane gases 
aré” also” drawn from the lighter 
oils, 

The quality of crude oil has a 
direct bearing on the marketing 
situation in Western Canada, It 
costs just as much to find heavy 
oil as it does medium or light oil 


and until the drili strikes it is not |: 


known. what is going to.be found. 
Crudes which have a high sulphur 
content are difficult to refine and 
refineries won’t pay as much for 
heavy oils as for light oils. Many 
refineries do not have the neces- 
sary ‘equipment to run the sour 
crudes. The market for the resi- 
dual products of the heavy oils 
such as bunker fuel oils, etc., is a 
limited one on the prairies. The 
heavy oils are difficult to. run 
in the pipe lines to the eastern re- 
fineries and markets, in addition. 
In fact, the heavy crudes found at 
Coleville and Lloydminster are vir- 
tually impossible to move through 
the pipe lines. Medium oils will 
move through the pipes but at the 
rate of about 60 to 100 for the 
light oils’ such ag found at ‘Leduc 
or Redwater in Alberta, Smiley .in 
Saskatchewan and Virden or Rose- 
lea in Manitoba. 


. The Intérprovincial Pipe Line 
from Edmonton to Superior, from 
where the oil’ was, transported by 
lake tanker, is 1,12Y miles long 
and took 150 days to construct. In 
1953 the pipline was extended a 
further 645 miles direct to the re- 
fineries at Sarnia, including a sub- 
marine crossing of the Makinac 
Straits 4% miles long. The ripe- 
line company is owned by a sub- 
sidiary financed by the large oil 
companies with 57 percent of the 
stock owned by the public. The 
cost at the end of 1953 stood at 
$173,500,000, The 1954 construc- 


{tion program, will increase the 


present output of 150,000 barrels 
per day to 205,000 at Edmonton.

A guest editorial written for Community Planning Week, 
June 14th- 19th, 1954, by H. S. Fry, editor, “Country Guide.” 


What do people think about 
your town, especially those who do 
not live in it? From one point. of 
view, of course, it’ doesn’t matter 
what they think, because it is you 
who live there, and they do not. 
If it suits you, what does it mat- 
ter. what other people think about 
it? 

The ‘truth is that it matters 
quite a bit. In the first place, if 
the people in a community pay no 
attention to what other people 
think about it, outsiders will come 
only when they have essential 
business to transact, and not be- 
cause it is a pleasure. Some towns 
seem to -welcome: visitors, while 
others appear to accept them as 
inevitable in a world where so 
many people are’ constantly mov- 
ing about on wheels. — 

Towns and. villages . acquire 
characters which, in the nature of 
things, are determined by the peo- 
ple who live in them. Character, 
of course, is very complex, but, 
for the moment, let us confine 
ourselves to the element of friend- 
liness. 

Friendliness, of course, is a mat- 
ter of the spirit. It implies wel- 
come, hospitality, courtesy, good- 
will, and cheerfulness. It implies 
civic consciousness, A _ friendly 
community is composed of people 
who, for the most part at least, 


‘| are proud to live there. Wherever 


this condition exists, the commun- 
ity is friendly, because. the peo- 


“| ple are friendly. They cheerfully 


welcome the visitor and help the 
stranger on his way. 

Earlier this year I attended a 
two-day meeting in a small town 


‘| in southern Alberta. Over 600 peo- 
,| ple registered for the event. One 


would have thought that a town 
of that size could not accommo- 
date so many people for two days, 
even though it could boast an ex- 
cellent civic centre, of which it 
was justifiably proud. But it did 
accommodate them, and the peo- 
ple of the town went “all out” to 
make the visitors welcome, to pro- 
vide them with the best accommo- 
dation available, and to help them 
in every way possible. Such hos- 


pitality could only have been pos-| 


sible in a friendly tgwh. 
something to remember. 


Quite. a few towns and small 
communities! have boards of, trade, 
or chambers of commerce,’ the 
function of which is to bring 
about improved business condi- 
tions, to cultivate. goodwill. be- 
tween: the community and the 
larger community round about it. 
Such organizations usually assume 
the responsibility for playing host 
to visiting groups. They are often 
the prime movers in developing 
civic pride, and: in’ making the 
community ,more widely. known. 
and respected. By their varied ac- 
tivities they often help very’ ma- 
terially to give character to the 
community, and to bring about a 
reputation. for friendliness and 
hospitality. , , 

What a strange place. this world 
would be without the spirit of 
friendliness! If it is' important in’ 
individuals, as we know ‘it is, it 
must be at least equally important 
in a community, where hundreds 
or. thousands of individuals may 
live. : ; 
Large cities .attract by their 
very size, which implies a great 
multitude of. ‘services available 
there. Thousands of visitors pass 
through a large city every year; 
and .the average citizen not only 
never sees them, but probably 
‘never hears about them. Friendli- 
ness, ‘therefore, is not only limited 
in. large centres, but. specialized 
and professionalized,. whereas in 
small communities it must be 
everybody's business.

What is your community like in 
this respect? Did you ever hear 
anyone speak of it. as a friendly 
place? Do the people living in the 
surrounding area like to visit your 
community, because it hag culti- 
vated a neighborly spirit and is 
friendly, or do they drive farther 
to a larger centre, where people 
are at least as friendly, and v‘here 
they can obtain a greater variety 
of services? 

I can think of severab prairie 
towns and villages where one need 
only be in the community for a 
short time to realize its general 
friendliness. I think 6f one where, 
the last time I ‘visited it, a farmer 
was president of the board of 
trade, and many other farmers 
were members. Except for the 
mere physical differences in their 
ways of living, there seemed to 
be very little difference in the at- 
titudes of townspeople and farm- 
ers. 


Generally speaking, anything 
which unifies a community and 
tends to develop a.common inter- 
est in its welfare and development, 
makes for added friendliness as 
well. “The two are complementary. 
The ‘more people there are in a 
community, who join together. to 
promote. its, welfare, ‘the more 
friendliness there _ is ‘ ‘developed 
within ‘the community itself, and 
this is bound to be reflected in its 
attitude and to be observed and 
appreciated ‘by outsiders. 
' “Reputation”, says an old pro- 
verb, “serves to virtue as light 
does to a picture.” How does the 
reputation of your community il- 
luminate its virtues? .

Well, in a sense, that is the kind of Arctic 
explorer Diamond Jenness will be. He is going to “do” the

Arcticologist, war veteran, an- 
thropologist and, on the side, a 
classical scholar, this New Zeal- 
and-born man, Ottawa resident for 
40 years, is going to write an- 
other book about the Arctic. 

He has just won the Guggen- 
heim Fellowship. The award, to 
this veteran who nearly starved 
to death in the Arctic in 1913 
from a diet of raw fish and ice 
gives. him the leisure to do some- 
thing he has: dreamed of doing 
for 40 years, He is going to dig 
back into his notes written 40 
years ago, while he was starving 
and write a book. 

“I was so hungry,” reminisced 
’ Dr. Jenness, “that I once sat down 
and wrote menus for a. week’s 
meals that I hoped to have when 
I got back to civilization.” 

How Dr. Jenness switched from 
classics to anthropology, and from 
his home New Zealand to his 
adopted Canada, are only a frag- 
ment from another biography 
where truth is stranger than fic- 
tion. 

After Dr. Jenness had taken his 
classics at Oxford and was back 
in New Zealand wondering what 
he was going to do, next, he found 
himself interrupted ‘at shaving one 
day by a cable from Ottawa. A Dr. 
Sapir offered him a job to go with 

Stefansson the explorer. 

" «Tt had learned in‘ schoo] that 
Ottawa was the capital of Canada. 
I had not heard of Stefansson, 
and I found out from the parlia- 
mentary library in Wellington 
_ that Dr. Sapir. Was a leading scien- 
tist in Ottawa, So I went, north 
and spent’ three. years in the Arc- 
tic for’ $500 a year.” 

The ship that took Stefansson 
to the Arctic was the~ill-famed 
Karluk. When things got desper- 
ate, Stefansson sent. Sir - Hubert 
Wilkins and Jenness ashore to get 
fuel. 

; To make_a long story shorter, 

Jater the Karluk finally got adrift 
and sank off Wrangél: Island in 
Siberian waters. Meanwhile Stef- 
ansson went away. and it was

many years later before Jenness 
saw him again. With Wilkins also 
gone, Jenness was obliged to live 
for years with the Eskimos. 

The Eskimos could eat raw fish 
and wash it’ down with ice water 
and like it, but Jenness was slow- 
ly starving to death. 

It was then he remembered a 
cache and sent his men for it. He 
took some dog food and mixed it 
with water and-his dysentry clear- 
ed up ina week; his hunger pangs 
also went. . 

It was during this time that he 
got out his ink powder and mixed 
some ink. 

“Hungry as I was, I sat down 
every night and kept my diary up, 
said Dr. Jenness, producing his 
battered old day-to-day record of 
1913 and subsequent years. 

Out of these faded words and 
dingy old volume he is to produce 
his Guggenheim Fellowship book. 
Most of it will be-done from his 
desk. 

‘I may go ‘horth: ” he admitted. 
“But for the most part, what I 
want is here in all this material.” 

Jennéss when he returned from 
the Arctic had ‘scarcely settled 
down to a civil serv&nt’s career 
when he enlisted, Among the men 
he went overseas with was the late 
Ernest (Mr. Peeps) Harrold, the 
unforgettable associate editor of 
The Citizen. Jenness found himself 
serving with the 58th Field Bat 
tery whose ° “Officer Commanding 
later became Major Walter Blue, 
now an Ottawan: 

Then back to Ottawa. Then 
home to New Zealand. which he 
had not seen for:some years, and 


meantime he got married to Kileen| . 


Bleakney, an Ottawa girl. 

For the next few years. he fol- 
lowed the routine of the civil ser- 
vice, _interspersed with’ writing 
books. : 

Here Dr. Jenness produced one 
from his book case. It producéd 
the question; how many books did 
you write? 

“Have you ever,” shot back the 
savant “written, things you are 
ashamed of? I cannot remember 
some of the things.I have written, 
I do not know how many books I 
have written.” , 

He did indicate however, with 
a vague flourish toward his: book

For the young French-Canadian 
who was crippled and paralyzed 
when he was two, can neither read 
nor write and .can only speak 
haltingly in his native tongue.. 

Conrad didn’t start to walk until 
he was 10, nor speak until he was 
16 and his once-frail legs were in 
plaster casts for six years. ‘Indeed 
he still is partially paralyzed. 

The turning point came when 
th orphan from Quebec City’s sub- 
burban Limoilou first climbed 
awkwardly on to a bicycle when 
he was 19. . 

It was his physician, Dr. J. C. 
Miller, who believed that cycling 
would bring strength to Conrad 
Dube’s thin legs. 

But the 18-month journey the 
penniless polio victim has just em- 
barked on is more than a cure for 
his own legs. 

It is his own personal crusade 
to keep his own spirits high and 
to give courage and hope to other 
paralyzed polio victims, he con- 
veyed. 

Conrad is riding'a handsome red 
English - style roadster equipped 
with a three-speed gear—a gift 
this spring from friends in Quebec. 

But last year on an old bike 
he pedalled 5,300 miles around the 
Maritime coastline and no sooner 
had he been given the new bicycle 
this spring than he rode 600 miles 
from Quebec City to Lac St. Jean 
and back in a week.
